Exchange Club 
Sponsors Drive 


Copies of all the historical doc- 
uments that are precious about 
the nation’s early beginning are 
available for permanent display- 
ing in.the Upland schools—and 
the Upland Exchange club wants 
to provide them for the commu- 
nity. 

To that end a scrap metal drive 
is under way here. Aim of the 
drive is to also obtain the metal 
and to put it into production. 


The local club is asking for the 
full cooperation of all local resi- 
dents. in contrbuting the metal. 
The metal may be placed at 
either of two locations cr it will 
be picked up by A. M. Hawkins, 
Jr., or Robert Cameron. Locations 
for the metal collection are at the 
rear of the public parking lot on 
Third avenue between Ninth 
Street and the Pacific Electric 
right-of-way and at 197 South 
Second avenue, in the rear of 
Ralph’s Market. 

Signs will identify the locations. 
Any scrap containing iron, brass, 
copper, lead, zine, or other critical 
metal is desired. 


The “Freedom Train” carried 
these priceless, historical docu- 
ments of American history across 
the country but many persons did 
not see them.
